Editorials 


GOP Paper Endorsed Miller 


The Alameda Times-Star is a Republican paper. The 
slate of candidates it published on the front page during the 
last days of the primary campaign was so full of Republicans 
that the reader would have thought it was a report on a 
meeting of GOP leaders. 

But when it came to the 8th Congressional District, right 
there, wedged in among the Republicans, was the name of 
“GEORGE P. MILLER (Dem) Incumbent.” And on the edi- 


torial page was a full-column editorial headed “Congressman 


{Miller Should Be Re-elected.” 


In that editorial the Alameda Times Star declared: 

“Mr. Miller, by every consideration, is a ‘doer, a real repre- 
sentative of the people. Ever since his service began at the open- 
ing of the 79th Congress, he has gained legislative stature resulting 
from his capabilities.” 

The editorial then cites some of Congressman Miller's 
many important achievements, and proceeds to hammer into 
a pulp the claim of his Republican opponent that Mr. Miller 
has been absent from the House on occasion. The Times- 
Star points out that Mr. Miller was ill for some “time during 
1951, but has now completely recovered his health, and that 
this is “the story the opposition would never dare tell.” in its 
effort unfairly to cast discredit on Mr. Miller, to whom the 
Times-Star refers as “our worthy representative.” 

Nor is the Alameda Times-Star the only Republican paper 
which refused to line up with the opposition to Congressman 
Miller. The San Francisco Chronicle's list of mostly Repub- 
lican recommended candidates, when it reached the 8th Con- 
gressional District, made no recommendation. It didn’t come

It is a never- 
ending momentum of spreading 
knowledge among its members and 
necessarily is bound to bring a 
greater intelligent approach tu 
government. 

Registering and voting are prime 
requisites, but beyond that each 
voter should be familiar with the 
type of man or woman for whom 
he is voting or against whom he is 
voting. Consideration should be 
given to the qualifications of a 
candidate to determine whether 
or not he is fitted to carry on the 
duties imposed by the Constitu- 
tion and the statutes. Study and 
thought should be given to the 
need of propositions placed on the 
ballot and their ultimate effective- 
ness, 

You have served a good purpose 
in again reminding your readers 
of this weakness in our democratic 
armor. And it is the duty of every 
person interested in good govern- 
ment to sound approval.
